The  Food  Stamp ' Program 

EXTENT.     The  Food  Stamp  Program  was  in  operation  in  1355  counties 
and  B6  city  areas  in  December.     80.9  million  persons,  61,4  ner  cent  of 
the  total  United  States  population,  live  in  operating  areas.     The  per- 
centage of  urban-rural  population  in  the  operating  areas  is  69  per  cent 
urban,  31  per  cent  rural. 

Of  2,828,779  persons  eligible  for  the  proirram  in  December, 
1,825,011  nersons  or  65  per  cent- participated.     This  vms  &  decline  of 
108,000  persons  from  the  number  participating  in  November.

T/ith  the  termination  of  the  Blue  Stamp  Program,  announced  for 
March  1,  1943,  some  evidence  of  a  gradual  withdrawal  from  the  program 
is  already  indicated,  as  18  counti-iS  discontinued  their  participation 
during  Decem.bor.    A  more  rapid  decline  may  be  expected  in  the  two 
remaining  months. 

More  than  50  per  cent  of  total  participants  in  the  Blue  Stamp 
program  during  December  were  under  the  Social  Security  categories.
